For five months the School Committee 
has been wrangling over what their goals 
should be for the 1984-85 school year. 

When they finally agreed on a list of 
projects, some people at their Tuesday 
evening meeting questioned whether 
their list was too ambitious, asking 
whether they would harm the school sys- 
tem by trying to do so much. 

Talk about what to accomplish this 
year began with a brainstorming session 
at the school board’s June 5 meeting, the 
ideas from which were translated into 
the first draft of their annual “direction 
letter.’ The five-member board dis- 
cussed member Susan Poore’s first at- 
tempt at getting their goals down on 
paper in July but decided her format was 
too detailed. Chairman Donald W. Robb 
volunteered to write a direction letter, a 
draft of which he brought to the August 
school board meeting. That letter was 
sent out, after revisions, to parents of the 
public school children soon after school 
began in September. 

Still, the board hadn't made their 
priority list for the school year, which 
Poore mentioned at the Aug. 8 meeting, 
after they had agreed on the letter to be 
sent to parents. Yet another draft of 
committee goals was discussed at the 
Sept. 25 board meeting, this one though 
listed too many goals, Poore said, and 
Robb again agreed to synthesize the lists

Although they agreed that this newest 
goal statement would be a ‘jumping off 
point” for much of their discussion, one 
board member and a school teacher in 
the audience wondered if the committee 
had set their sights too high. 

Committee member Poore asked if it 
was “realistic” to think all the projects 
listed could be done in one year. Seifert 
answered that without a lot of “side 
jaunts” into other topics that may come 
up, he thought the list was workable. 

Poore persisted, though, saying she did 
not ‘‘want to sign onto something that is 
going to give people a lot of frustration at 
the end of the year.” 

That frustration was first mentioned 
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by Steve Jankauskas, a fourth grade tea- 
cher at the South School, who told the 
committee he had seen similiar lists of 
goals throughout his fifteen year tenure 
in Andover. He said people were leaving 
the town’s schools, perhaps out of frus- 
tration at what he called the ‘‘roller- 
coaster ride’’ to which staff members 
have been subjected. 

‘A large number of people are voting 
with their feet,”’ said Jankauskas of his 
colleagues who have left the system. 
“For some reason they don’t want to be 
part of the school system. Your docu- 
ment is excellent (but) my only wonder 
is is it something that any group can 
hope to accomplish in a year’s time.’’ He 
suggested that the board pick one project 
and get it done as a way to improve moti- 
vation within the system. 

Seifert called the school board’s listing 
“refreshing,’’ adding as an example that 
one of the topics, that of reviewing diplo- 
ma requirements, was worthy of dis- 
cussion but had only received about ten 
hours of talk since he came to town fif- 
teen years ago. 


Farmland Cluster 
Given Approval

Preliminary plans for a 25-lot cluster 
subdivision at Dargoonian Brothers 
farm, and revised preliminary plans for 
a troublesome eight-lot subdivision off 
Rattlesnake Hill Road, were both ap- 
proved by the Planning Board Tuesday 
night. 

The board also considered definitive 
plans for a 19-lot cluster proposed for a 
site off River Road, but did not vote on 
those plans during their meeting at town 
offices on Bartlet Street Tuesday night 

The planners voted unanimously (with 
Russ Moran absent) to approve prelimi- 
nary plans for Royal Gardens, a 36-acre, 
25-lot cluster development proposed for 
the Dargoonian Brothers farm site off 
Blanchard Street in West Andover. 

However, the board made several rec- 
ommendations to engineer Stephen 
Stapinski of Merrimack Engineering, 
who has designed the subdivision for D & 
L Development Corp. of Methuen. 

The planners recommended a review 
of the proposed ownership of an irriga- 


tion pond located within the devel- 
opment’s 18 acres of open space; the 
Dargoonians plan to retain the right to 
use water from the pond, to continue 
farming in another area. Legal advice 
will be needed to draw up an ownership 
agreement, the board indicated. 
Principal Planner Nancy Jeton sug- 
gested that four of the proposed house 
lots were grouped too closely, and should 
be redesigned. She also suggested that 
the engineer create more open space,

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The Andersons Will Reluctantly 
Retire From Adopted Community 


A new business venture drew Priscilla 
and Austin Anderson to Andover 24 years 
ago. They quickly became more than 
just downtown merchants, but also citi- 
zens, community leaders and active 
members of the South Church; today, 
they are often mistaken for natives. 

The Andersons are leaving Andover 
next month for a new home iff Sarasota, 
Florida, and they’re finding that leaving 
is not an easy thing to do. 

“Our roots in the community have 
been very deep,”’ Mr. Anderson explains. 
‘You don’t just pick them up. The people 
and associations, the things that have 
been so important to us over the years, 
are here.”’ 

South Church will honor the Andersons 
with a special day of recognition on Sun- 
day, Nov. 4— two days before the couple 
will move to Sarasota, a ‘second home”’ 
where they’ve spent the last seven win- 
ters. Both have been involved with the 
church since they first moved to And- 
over, and Austin has been a lay minister 
in the United Church of Christ since 1979. 

Worship services at South Church will 
be dedicated to the Andersons on Nov. 4, 
and they’ll be the guests of honor at a 
reception to be held following the serv- 
ice. Friends of the couple from through- 
out the community are invited to attend; 
the service will begin at 10:30 a.m. 

The Andersons are perhaps best known 
to townspeople as the former owners of 
the Andover Gift House, the enterprise 
that brought them to Andover in 1960. 
They were living in Danvers at the time, 
and Austin assured his wife that they 
would not have to move to Andover, Pris- 
cilla recalls. 

“Three weeks later, he said, ‘We have 
to live in Andover,’ ’’ she says, smiling. 
As the owners of a small business in a 
small town, they believed it was impor- 
tant to truly become part of the commu- 
nity: ‘Someone would come in saying, ‘I 
need a birthday present for Aunt Helen,’ 
and we’d wonder, who’s Aunt Helen?”’ 

Moving to Andover seemed ‘‘just logi- 
cal,”’ Austin adds. ‘‘And we’ve never had 
any regrets.’’ They ran the Gift House 
for 17 years before retiring in 1977. 

Mr. Anderson is tall, white-haired and 
dignified; Mrs. Anderson, lovely and el- 

gant. The two share a refined and gen- 
tle manner. They talk about their years 
in Andover from the living room of their 
Chestnut Street home, where much of 
their furniture has already been moved 
out 

Mrs. Anderson, a native of Danvers, is 
a graduate of Abbot Academy (she re- 
members walking down to South Church 
with her classmates to sing in the choir) 
and Wellesley College. She began her ca- 
reer in the Jordan Marsh Company’s 
training course, and eventually became 
a buyer for the department store. 

She began her marriage there, too, for 
she met Austin Anderson at Jordan 
Marsh, where he was also in the training 
course, in the autumn of 1936. A native of 
Jamestown, N.Y., Mr. Anderson is a 
graduate of Yale University.

After they married, the Andersons 
lived in Danvers (“I took him back to 
Danvers,’’ Mrs. Anderson says) and had 
two sons: Peter, who now lives in Chapel 
Hill, N.C., and Bruce, who lives in Ports- 
mouth, N.H. Priscilla gave up working 
when the boys were small, while Austin 
served in the Medical Administration 
Corps during World War II. ° 

He returned to Jordan Marsh for about 
a year after he left the service, and then 
hecame manager of the Daniel Low store 
in Salem, a jewelry and gift shop. He 
bought the Andover Gift House from Mr. 
and Mrs. George Lister of Andover in 
1960 because, ‘like many young men at 
that time, I was inspired to start some- 
thing of my own.” 


When the Andersons acquired the Gift 
House, it was located at 10 Park St., the 
current site of the Andover Thrift Shop. 
It was instantly apparent that they would 
have to move to Main Street if their busi- 
ness was to thrive, Priscilla says, and

they waited four years for a Main Street 
site to become available. 

In 1964, they moved to their second, 
and final, location at 11 Main St. (now 
Moose-A-Llaneous), which had been the 
site of Sutherland’s department store 
(Sutherland’s moved to the newly-built 
Olde Andover Village at 93 Main St.). 

With their new Main Street exposure, 
business ‘“‘increased tremendously,’’ 
Austin says. “Being on Main Street was 
very important to us.’’ Even though the 
Andersons had been in business for four 
years before the move, many new cus- 
tomers ‘‘had never even heard of us,” 
Priscilla notes. 

During the Andersons’ 17 years of own- 
ership, the gift shop carried ‘‘better- 
quality merchandise, specializing in 
gifts for the bride,’’ Mr. Anderson says: 
“China, crystal, linens, lamps, brass, 
stainless steel. Then we had general gifts 
as well — Christmas was the most im- 
portant time of year for us.” 


They always “tried very hard to be 
service-oriented,” he adds. ‘‘That was 
our reason for being — to offer personal 
attention.”’ Their sales staff of six were 
all Andover women, and their customers 
enjoyed ‘‘the pleasure of being called by 
name,”’ one of the advantages of shop- 
ping within one’s community. 

Serving brides was a large part of 
their business, and one of the happiest 
parts, the Andersons say. They main- 
tained a detailed bridal register (and 
kept it up-to-date for each bride long af- 
ter her wedding), and visited each 
bride’s home to arrange her presents in 
an attractive display. 

They sent every newly-engaged wom- 
an in town a long-stemmed rose from 
Valentine’s floral shop (which used to be 
located on Main Street, in what was until 
recently the Taylor Shop and is now Dah- 
er’s shoe store) and a note, and pre- 
sented a little Lenox china swan to each 
one who registered at the shop. 

(During those years, “brides used to 
get married in June, and some in Sep- 
tember,” Mrs. Anderson remembers, 
not year-round as they do today.) 

Running the gift shop was “‘just such a 
happy experience,” Priscilla says. ‘It 
was a very happy business. Of course, 
everyone who came in was buying a gift 
for a joyous occasion.” 

‘We loved it,” her husband agrees. ‘‘It 
was a very happy time in our lives. We 
made a lot of friends in the community — 
it was inevitable.” . 

The Andersons came to Andover at a 
time when the community still had two 
kinds of residents: natives and outsiders. 
They laugh when asked if, as newcom- 
ers, they encountered any resistance 
from the natives. 

“There was some,” Austin says, ‘‘but 
it didn’t last long. It just melted away 
very quickly.” Priscilla notes that the 
nearby Western Electric plant was im- 
porting employees from all over during 
the early sixties, so Andover was “‘get- 
ting a little bit more used to ‘foreigners’ 
arriving.”’ 

They have warm memories of the peo- 
ple who ‘“‘just reached out to us,”’ like 
Rod Hill of Hill’s Hardware and Shirley 
Barnard of Barnard Insurance (two for- 
mer Main Street businesses). ‘‘Old And- 
overites like that really opened their 
arms to us and made us feel welcome,”’ 
Mr. Anderson says. 

During the last 24 years, Andover has 
grown and changed, and lost some of its 
small-town feeling, the Andersons say. 
They remember when downtown And- 
over included only three banks (Andover 
Savings, Bay State and Merrimack Val- 
ley), two gas stations (Gulf and Sunoco) 
and a myriad of small retail stores. 

‘“‘We’ve seen stores come and go,” 
Austin says. Cole’s hardware (now Scan- 
lon’s) and Macartney’s clothing stores 
were both ‘‘much smaller” than they are 
today; Doherty Insurance, Andover Pho-

Residents in the Merrimack Valley and sou- 
thern New Hampshire in need of medical reha- 
bilitation will soon be able to receive 
comprehensive medical rehabilitation at a new 
facility close to home. The Northeast Rehabilita- 
tion Hospital in Salem, N.H., opens the doors for 
its first patients in mid-November. 

The 102-bed facility, the first and only one of

When he was called to South Church in Octo- 
ber 1979, Rev. Melvin recalls making it known 
that he preferred work in Christian education to 
work with young people. 

“‘T found myself enjoying it, though,” he says, 
and one success led to another. One legacy he 
leaves behind is a booming Tuesday afternoon 
junior high youth program. He had heard about 
an ‘‘after school format’’ being tried elsewhere 
and with the help of some lay people, launched 
the Tuesday afternoon program last September. 
It has turned into something of a model itself. 

A new senior high youth group, Young Life, is 
also comfortably underway in a new format, 
meeting Thursday evenings in various homes. 

Rev. Melvin says his work with the peer coun- 
seling program gave him an opportunity for out- 
side communjty involvement. Being at the high

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school and seeing what was happening there, he 
Says, made him better able to relate to young 
people at South Church. 

Baccalaureate had long since been disconti- 
nued as a part of Andover High’s graduation, 
but there was talk of reinstating it when he ar- 
rived in town and he ended up hosting it at South 
Church that first year. Baccalaureate allows 
those who want to celebrate this ‘rite of pas- 
sage’’ with a religious service to do so, Rev. 
Melvin’ says. It is run independently of the 
school, to void the ‘‘separation of church and 
state issue,’’ but, he says, “‘the administration is 
glad to have us do it.”’ 

Much of Rev. Melvin’s ministry with youth 
has been shared by his wife, Vikki, whom he met 
after college while in training for the Campus 
Crusade For Christ. Vikki has been involved in 
many aspects of church and community life, 
though one of her most significant accomplish- 
ments, he says, was the formation of a Friday 
morning women’s group, “Women in the Word 
Circle.” 

The Melvins, who have lived at 135 North 
Main St., have four youngsters: Jeremy, 9; 
Kristiana, 7; Laura, 4; and Sarah, almost 2. 

Reflecting on his years here, Rev. Melvin says 
that he has ‘‘a lot of friends from seminary in a 
lot of different places and I used to feel guilty 
that I was having such a good time in such a 
good place. 

“We found a real home here,” he says, 
“though we knew it probably wasn’t going to be 
a permanent one. 

‘‘We have had a lot of encouragement and sup- 
port and latitude to develop. I was very well 
supported by the church, especially as an un- 
tried, untested seminarian.’’ He says the past 
five years have been ‘‘invaluable preparation”’ 
for his future ministry. 

He adds that relationships outside the church 
have been good too. ‘“‘We will miss all that, but 
we’re moving to a town that is not unlike And- 
over, with the same sense of community.’’ He 
says there’s also real potential for growth within 
the life of First Church in Ipswich, which just 
this year celebrated its 350th anniversary. It’s a 
church he feels is on the edge of moving into 
some significant new areas “in Ipswich and 
maybe in the global community.”

planted with vegetation, to create a 
green ‘buffer zone” in that area. 


Staff planner Stephen Colyer told the 


board he did not foresee drainage prob- 
lems for one abutter, the Nabydowski 
family of Blanchard Street, who have 
been concerned that the new houses will 
effect their property. (The planners indi- 
cated that they will review a complete 
drainage report on Royal Gardens in the 
definitive planning stage. ) 

Colyer also noted that the site is “like a 
little island” surrounded by wetlands — 
and protecting those wetlands, as well as 
abutters, is of concern to the board. 

With some reluctance, the planners 
also voted three-one — with Michael 
Houghton opposed — to approve revised 
preliminary plans for Hawk Ridge, an 
eight-lot subdivision proposed for a 14.5- 
acre site off Rattlesnake Hill Road. 

The board had previously denied the 
original preliminary plans for the site, as 
drawn by Stapinski ‘for the developer, 
Coolidge Construction Co. 

Following a discussion with the board 
on Sept. 25, Stapinski said he had elimi- 
nated one lot (lot eight) and re-aligned 
the lot lines for three other lots (five, six 
and seven) to create “‘buildable’’ lots 
with the required amount of dry land (no 
more than 10 percent of each lot may be 
wetlands, according to town bylaws). 

Although the planners hesitated to ap- 
prove the plans for Hawk Ridge, Jeton 
recommended approval. Stapinski’s 
“compromise plan” was ‘‘the best you’re 
_ to see for this piece of land,”’ Jeton 
said. 

The planners, however, were still con- 
cerned about the feasibility of building 
on lot three, and potential drainage prob- 
lems (which they will examine in more 
detail in the definitive stage). 

“Obviously this is one of the harder 
sites we’ve seen lately,’’ Chairman Mar- 
garet Bradshaw commented. 

“Tt remains marginal,”’ planner Paul 
Curley said of Hawk Ridge, but added, 
“It’s better than it was. You're really 
stretching every inch out of this land,” 
he told the engineer — “‘every inch.”’ 

The planners seemed to look more fa- 
vorably upon definitive plans for High 
Park, a 17-lot cluster proposed for a 22- 
acre site off River Road, east of Chan- 
dler Road and overlooking the Merri- 
mack River. Although they did not vote 
on those plans this week, Curley called 
High Park ‘‘one of the better sites we’ve 
seen in quite a while.” 

Engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. 
Perkins Associates said that the devel- 
oper, Starr Realty Trust of Reading, 
would like to build 17 houses around one 
cul-de-sac off River Road. The “basical- 
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ly wooded” site would include 8.46 acres 
of open space, and would be served by 
septic systems and town water brought 
in from River Road water lines. 

No earth material would be removed 
from the site, Ferrante said, but earth 
material would be moved around within 
the site. 

A number of abutters who attended 
Tuesday’s public hearing on High Park 
expressed concerns about the size of the 
clustered lots, how close the new houses 
would be to their homes, and what kind 
of buffer areas would be created. They 
also questioned plans to protect wetlands 
and avoid creating new drainage prob- 
lems for neighbors. 

Increasing the traffic on River Road 
was a major concern as well. Elaine Per- 
ry of River Road said industrial traffic 
from West Andover Industrial Tech Cen- 
ter is already effecting the residential 
area, creating ‘“‘heavy traffic” in her 
neighborhood. 

Mary White of Apollo Circle added that 
there is “too much development in West 
Andover.” 

The planning board has a Nov. 4 dead- 
line for acting on the High Park plans; 
Bradshaw indicated that they will vote 
on the proposal during their next meet- 
ing, scheduled for Oct. 23.

Criticisms were traded this week by 
Andover’s two candidates for the Seven- 
teenth Essex District seat in the Massa- 
chusetts house as incumbent Democrat 
Susan Tucker faulted her Republican op- 
ponent Susan Poore for accepting money 
from political action committees, or 
PACs as they are commonly known, and 
Poore attacked Tucker’s record in a 
four-page newsprint flyer left at district 
residents’ mailboxes this week. 

Tucker said she was ‘“‘dismayed”’ that 
Poore has accepted PAC donations. The 
incumbent said she will not accept PAC 
money and has returned two checks 
from PAC groups. 

Both Poore and Tucker, Andover resi- 
dents, were unchallenged for their par- 
ty’s nomination in the September 
primary election. The district they are 
fighting to represent includes all of And- 
over and part of Lawrence. 

“Tt is almost impossible to be unbiased 
if you have received PAC contributions,” 
said Tucker. ‘‘She is taking PAC money 
but she doesn’t understand what PACs 
do to the legislative process,’ Tucker 
said about her opponent. 

While Poore supported her financial 
decision, saying she accepted contribu-

tions only from persons or groups with 
whom she agreed. 

“T would accept no contributions from 
any person or group who’s philosophy 
and values I could not concur with,”’ said 
Poore. ‘“‘When I accept a contribution I 
do agree with their philosophy or their 
positions.”’

Assistant Superintendent 
May Be Named Tonight 


An assistant superintendent for sec- 
ondary education may be appointed to- 
night when the School Committee and 
superintendent interview three or four 
finalists for the position which has been 
vacant since the end of the school vear in 
June. 

When THE TOWNSMAN went to press 
those final candidates had not yet been 
chosen from a field of 8 semifinalists for 
the $42,000-plus position. Initially there 
were some 46 applicants for the position 
in this, the second search for someone to 
fill the newly created position. That first 
list of interested candidates was pared 
down by an interviewing committee 
made up of parents and administrators 
from the town’s public schools. 

Back in late May the first search com- 
mittee ended up with only one finalist, 
from a field of 57 applicants, for inter- 
views with Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert and the School Committee. On 
Seifert’s recommendation that one per- 
son was not a sufficient choice, the com- 
mittee readvertised the position. 

The secondary assistant’s job is one of 
two that grew out of the assistant super- 
intendent’s post, last held by Charles 
Mitsakos who left Andover in December. 
To fill in for Mitsakos two acting assis- 
tant superintendent positions were cre- 
ated, one overseeing secondary 
education and the other in elementary 


education. Then Bancroft School Princi- 
pal Lois Haslam was acting assistant for 
elementary education and was perma- 
nently appointed to the post on July 10. 

Doherty Junior High Schoo! Principal 
Richard McGrail was the secondary act- 
ing assistant superintendent but did not 
apply for the permanent job.

A Say On Lights 


School administrators are finally get- 
ting a chance to have their say about 
lights at Lovely Field, the Andover High 
School playing™ field located off 
Shawsheen Road. 

After finding out, at their Tuesday, 
Sept. 25, meeting, that they hadn’t been 
included in any discussion with the six 
member Lovely Field Committee, ap- 
pointed over a year ago by the Board of 
Selectmen, School Committee members 
challenged the right of the committee to 
work without consulting Andover High 
Principal Mary Athey Jennings or their 
board. 

The school board learned this past 
Tuesday evening, at their regular meet- 
ing, that school administrators, as yet 
unappointed by Superintendent Kenneth 


R. Seifert, will meet John Barry and 
Jchn Scileppi, two of the Lighting Com- 
mittee members. Seifert said he will re- 
port to the committee any findings made 
by the group 


A number of factors were suggested to 
Seifert by Schoo] Committee Chairman 
Donald W. Robb and member Susan T. 
Poore for inclusion in the lighting dis- 
cussions. To be considered will be fund- 
ing for the lights, which the lighting 
group has estimated will cost $50,000, 
control of crowds at night games, and 
which games will be played under the 
lights at Lovely Field. The school board 
members also suggested the impact on 
the neighboring homes be discussed by 
school administrators. 


Poore was given $200 from GO-PAC, 
which lists 11 Main St., Southboro, for an 
address. Tucker charged that GO-PAC 
was an affiliate of the National Rifle As- 
sociation known as the Gun Owners PAC. 
And when questioned Poore said she was 
not sure if there was a connection be- 
tween the two groups. 

Poore’s other PAC contribution crit- 
icized by Tucker was a $1,000 donation 
from M. Valerio, 1064 Grove St., Fra- 
mingham, which Tucker said came from 
the Center for Economic Research. 
There was no telephone number listed to 
Valerio or the Center for Economic Re- 
search so Tucker’s charge could not be 
substantiated by presstime. 

Another PAC contribution Poore told 
THE TOWNSMAN she received was a 
$250 donation from the Mass Taxpayers 
PAC. Poore said she was also given $1,- 
000 by the Massachusetts Republican 
Party. 

The PAC money Tucker returned 
came from the Life Underwriters Politi- 
cal Action Committee of Mass.—Politi- 
cal, of Boston, who sent $250, and North 
PAC, 140 Haverhill St., Andover, from 
which she was sent a check $250. Tucker 
said the Life Underwriters PAC is an in- 
surance group. Accepting the money 
would be wrong, she said, especially be- 
cause she is a member of the House In- 
surance Committee.. North PAC is a 
group of local physicians, said Tucker 

Tucker has called Poore’s newsprint 
flyer a ‘‘misrepresentation”’ of her work 
at the State House. The four page flyer, 
which on the front cover reads in bold 
type ‘‘She’s Wasting Your Money.”’ lists 
roll call votes by Tucker that Poore crit- 
izes as ‘‘nonsense.”’ es 

“She is either totally confused or has 
not done her homework or is being a bit 
dishonorable distorting my record,” sai 
Tucker of Poore’s political literature. 
The incumbent charged that Poore is 
showing only one side of the story in her 
flyer, and in one case listed an incorrect 
roll-call vote. 

“In the 1,100 roll-call votes we have 
had (in the legislature) this year it is 
very easy to select certain things and 
show one side of the story,’’ said Tucker 

Yet in a press release Poore said that 
Andover and Lawrence ‘“‘can’t afford to 
have political leadership that follows the 
sarne tax and spend policies of the past. 
Sue Tucker’s record is here for all to see 
I’m only bringing it to the attention of the 
voter. In the end,’ Poore continued, 
“I’m confident the voters will reject the 
‘we need more money’ mentality that 
plagues many of our incumbent state 
representatives. ’ 

In her defense Tucker told THE 
TOWNSMAN she voted against the Bos- 
ton parking tax, for reduction in income 
tax and for reduction in unearned in- 
come taxes for senior citizens. 

“The way she is presenting my record 
is distorted,” said Tucker. 

Poore’s flyer says Tucker “‘voted to al-

Lighting The Field 


For over a year, a committee has been looking 
into lighting the Eugene V. Lovely stadium to 
provide for night games, thus larger attendance 
at Andover High athletic events. 

Recently, the school committee got their dand- 
er up when plans seemed to be forthcoming for 
the institution of lights with no input by the school 
administration. 

This, of course, is understandable, since after 
all, the lights will be put on their property, so to 


speak. 

That matter seems to have been resolved with 
_the'decision to allow some representation on the 
“lighting committee by the school department, 
which not unusally has some questions to ask 
concerning the proposal. 


Among the matters which will be addressed 
once school administrators get in on the planning 
will be crowd control, costs, and effect on the 
neighborhood of crowds and traffic. 

Obviously, the school department will insure 
against any field lighting installation being 
charged to their account. Indeed, although the 
lights will be placed on their property, it will well 
be pointed out and maintained that this is right- 
fully a municipal function and as such, should be 
paid for from the general town accounts. Not only 
the installation, but the upkeep maintenance and 
cost of running the system should be borne by the 
town in general since this will be relegated to a 
municipal function, not solely a school activity. 


Crowd control and effect on the neighborhood 
are a couple of items which should be addressed 
before any installation is contemplated. There 
will be some disturbance to the neighboring prop- 
erties through the institution of night contests. 
Crowd control is easily accomplished through the 
assignment of sufficient public safety personnel. 

With full knowledge that the suggestion will fall 
on deaf ears, there is an easy solution as put forth 
here several months ago. 

Andover already has a lighted athletic facility 
within its borders at the regional technical school 
in West Andover. 

Through proper scheduling, that facility could 
be utiliized by both the technical school and And- 
over high on weekends, and other nights is nec- 
essary. . 

Not only are the facilities already there and in 
excellent condition, there is little doubt that fi- 
nancial arrangements could be made which 
would result in savings by both schools. 

Too, there is sufficient parking within the con- 
fines of the school property for any sort of turnout 
for an athletic event. 

It is sufficiently well removed from any resi- 
dential properties, thus eliminating any distur- 
bance to neighbors. 

Confident that all this seems logical and practi- 
cal, assuredly the field lighting planners will af- 
ford the community with sufficient reasoning to 
go for the $50,000 to install lights at Lovely Field 
instead, simply because it’s our field.

low state bureaucracies to increase fees 
without the need of legislative appro- 
val,”’ in a roll call vote in 1983, something 
Tucker said is the opposite of what she 
did. 

Another topic which polarizes both 
candidates is that of rules reform in the 
Massachusetts House, a subject on which 
Poore said Tucker was ‘“‘soft.” 

Tucker is a staunch supporter of Rep. 
George Keverian’s bid to wrest control of 
the House from Speaker Thomas McGee. 
Keverian has publicly endorsed her bid 
for a second term. She threw her support 
behind Keverian, said Tucker, when she 
learned that he backed a rules reform 
package that she helped draft. 

Yet Poore said Tucker is opposed to 
rules reform. Poore said, if elected, she 
will look to the House Republicans for 
guidance, to her, both Keverian and Mc- 
Gee represent the same type of lead- 
ership. ’ 

‘There is not a great deal of difference 
between each of these two men,”’ she 
said. 

Tucker said it is unfair to- the district 
that Poore won't take a side in the fight 
for control of the house. 

“T think the voters deserve to know 
who their elected officials will support.’’ 
Tucker said. ‘She (Poore) claims there 
is no difference between the two (McGee 
and Keverian). I think she is very con- 
fused about rules reform.’ 

Both candidates have received funds 
from outside the Seventeenth Essex Dis- 
trict. Poore’s out-of-district money, tal- 
lied from her finance report dating from 
June 1 through Sept. 7, adds up to $1,300, 
or 63% of her $2,080 total received from 
eight contributers, the smallest of which 
was $25 and the largest which was $1,000. 
Tucker has a total of $3,370 received 
from 103 contributers and 20%, or $670 of 
her total, came from outside the And- 
over-Lawrence district according to her 
financal statement which covers from 
Jan. 1 through Aug. 31. Most of Tucker’s 
contributions were $20; her largest con- 
tribution was $300. 

Each candidate running for the state 
legislature must file forms listing the 
money they receive and the funds they 
spend. The reports, which are public in- 
formation and are available at the Office 
of Campaign and Political Finance, must 
be filed eight days before the primary 
election, eight days before the final elec- 
tion and on Jan. 10 of each year. 

Both candidates will again file finan- 
cial reports on Oct. 29.

The plant roots grow in the Lecaton as they 
would in soil, feeding on a water/nutrient solu- 
tion which the Lecaton draws up from a reser- 
voir in the base of the container.

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Steady Gas Prices Predicted 


There’s good news for some 39,000 natural gas custom- 
ers of Bay State Gas Co. in tne Greater Lawrence area: 
they can look forward to steady gas prices for the coming 
heating season. 

This will be possible due mainly to the arrival of new 
supplies of natural gas and the fact that Bay State’s pipe- 
line gas suppliers are attempting to hold the line on the 
prices they charge for gas, according to Charles T. Ellis, 
senior vice president, gas supply and marketing. 

This good news comes in spite of previous speculation 
that removal of some federal price controls in January 
1985 would lead to large increases in gas prices, Ellis said. 

‘‘We’ve seen decreasing gas prices since they peaked in 
February 1983,” Ellis said, ‘“‘and, although we may see 
some monthly fluctuations, our forecast for this winter is 
for prices to remain steady overall. We also agree with 
the widespread industry opinion that we’ve put the worst 
price increases behind us and that decontrol of new gas 
prices will have little effect on future costs.” 

For a typical residential Bay State Gas customer who 
uses gas to cook, heat water and heat a home, the total 
yearly cost for gas from July ’82 to June °83, Ellis said, 
was $987. From July ’83 through June ’84, the cost was 
$903, a 9 percent drop from the previous year. And from 
July ’84 through June ’85, the company forecasts the same 


amount of gas will cost $898. Commercial and industrial 
customers, he said, are enjoying similar savings. 

Gas also remains extremely competitive with oil as a 
home heating fuel, Ellis added. ‘‘At our residential price 
in October, for example,” he said, “‘heating with gas will 
be equivalent to heating with oil that costs about 90 cents a 
gallon.” 

Ellis said gas prices should remain steady because of 
two major factors. First, new supplies of natural gas from 
Canada and the southwest will permit Bay State to reduce 
its reliance on more expensive supplemental gases like 
synthetic natural gas and propane. Second, Bay State’s 
pipeline gas suppliers are attempting to hold the line on 
the prices they charge for gas. 

“Both of these factors will provide savings and we'll 
pass these savings directly to our customers through the 
CGA (cost of gas adjustment) on their gas bills,” Ellis 
said. 

Bay State gas-distributes natural gas to 88,000 custom- 
ers in the Brockton-Taunton area bounded on the east by 
Scituate, Marshfield and Duxbury and on the west by Bel- 
lingham, Medway and Millis. About 77,000 customers are 
served in Springfield, Northampton and 11 other commu- 
niites in that area. Bay State also serves 35,000 customers 
in Lawrence, Andover, Methuen and North Andover.
